To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Milford : 

It  is  evident  from  the  following  report  of  expendi- 
tures that  the  principal  expense  of  the  past  year  has  been 
for  care  rather  than  for  any  additions  made  at  Shepard 
Park.  The  expense  for  nursery  stock  was  to  replace 
trees  seriously  injured,  and  in  some  cases  actually  killed, 
by  the  extreme  winter  of  1917-1918,  and  there  are  yet 
a  few  trees  that,  while  they  are  living,  we  think  it  would 
be  advisable  to  replace  with  new  vigorous  trees. 

Of  course  it  will  be  necessary  to  maintain  the  Park 
in  condition  to  be  ornamental  rather  than  otherwise,  to 
clear  weeds  from  the  walks,  rake  off  the  trash  of  winter 
and  each  year  add  some  fertilizer.  The  rope  in  the  flag 
pole  is  worn  out  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  it 
with  a  new  rope ;  also  to  replace  the  backstop  at  the 
baseball  field  which  has  been  blown  down  by  winter 
gales. 

The  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
1919  was  $32.75.  Appropriation  for  that  year  was  $25, 
and  balance  at  present  time  in  hands  of  the  committee 
is  $8.51,  making  the  expenditures  during  the  past  year 
approximately  $50. 

We  consider  this  about  a  normal  year,  and  therefore 
would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $50  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Park 
during  the  coming  year.

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Report  of  Water  Commissioners 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1919. 

Owing  to  the  high  cost  of  labor,  material  and  fuel 
and  a  large  general  repair  bill,  we  finish  the  year  with 
a  very  small  balance. 

The  stand-pipe  has  been  cleaned  and  painted  inside 
and  out  with  a  preparation  guaranteed  for  seven  years 

We  find  by  actual  test  that  we  have  three  days  sup- 
ply of  water  in  the  stand  pipe. 

We  have  laid  150  feet  of  6  inch  main  on  Johnson 
Street  and  200  feet  of  2  inch  main  on  Dean  Street,  also 
extended  a  service  main  on  North  Street  100  feet.  We 
have  replaced  2.7  leaking  goose-necks  and  re-set  40 
gate-boxes. 

We  have  established  a  system  of  blowing  mains  to 
relieve  the  bad  water  in  dead  ends.  This  affords  but 
a  temporary  relief. 

We  are  in  hopes  before  the  end  of  another  year  to 
have  in  operation  a  filtering  plant  on  which  we  are  now 
experimenting.

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Report  of  Soldiers'  Welcome 
Committee 


At  the  annual  town  meeting  of  March  1919  Fred  T. 
Wadleigh  submitted  the  following  resolution : 

"Resolved :  that  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Mod- 
erator and  seven  additional  members,  to,  be  appointed  by 
the  Moderator,  are  hereby  authorized  to  arrange  a  prop- 
er celebration  of  the  return  of  our  Soldiers  and  Sailors, 
and  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
be  used,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  desired,  to  cover 
the  cost  o,f  such  celebration." 

This  resolution  was  adopted  and  Mr.  Emerson  ap- 
pointed the  following  committee :  C.  S.  Emerson,  F.  T. 
Wadleigh,  P.  R.  Woodman,  H.  E.  Tennon,  Charles  Ton- 
ella,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Howison,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Turner,  and  Mrs. 
H.  E.  Twombly. 

The  committee  organized  with  F.  T.  Wadleigh  as 
chairman  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Howison,  secretary. 

It  was  decided  that  a  letter  should  be  sent  to  each 
Milford  boy  in  the  service,  at  home,  overseas,  or  where- 
ever  duty  called  him,  extending  the  greetings  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  Town  of  Milford  for  the  loyal  service 
which  he  was  rendering  to  his  country. 

As  the  days  and  weeks  passed,  the  boys  were  return- 
ing home ;  those  who  were  in  the  camps  at  home  re- 
turning first.  In  all  cases  where  possible  the  committee 
endeavored  to  meet  each  boy  and  extend  to  him  a  most 
cordial  welcome  home.  By  July  the  boys  from  overseas 
were  fast  returning  and  it  was  decided  that  by  Augusc 
there  would  be  the  greatest  number  of  boys  at  home.  It 
was  found  that  for  several  reasons  Saturday,  August  2$, 
seemed  the  best  day  for  the  celebration. 
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Right  sub-committees  of  eleven  members  each  were 
appointed,  with  one  of  the  general  committee  as  chair- 
man.    Following  are  the  committees :

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Each  committee  planned  their  work  and  then  re- 
ported to  the  general  committee  for  approval. 

As  the  plans  progressed  it  was  very  evident  that  the 
amount  of  money  which  was  raised  and  appropriated  by 
the  Town  was  not  sufficient  for  a  celebration  such  as 
the  committee  wished  to.  carry  out  and  such  as  they  felt 
the  citizens  would  feel  proud  of.  It  was  voted  to  ask  the 
Town  to  appropriate  from  the  money  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  band  concerts  during  the  season  1919,  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  for  the  evening  concert.  This  request 
was  granted  by  the  selectmen.  The  banquet  committee 
decided  to  solicit  from  the  citizens  such  amount  of  food 
and  money  as  would  be  required  for  the  banquet.  The 
response  was  most  generous.  The  committee  wishes  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  extend  sincere  thanks  and  ap- 
preciation to  all  who  so  generously  contributed,  as  our 
work  was  made  much  easier. 

The  several  committees  were  very  busy  making  all 
arrangements  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  boys, 
also  for  their  families  and  friends. 

The  Red  Cross  House  was  taken  over  by  the  recep- 
tion committee  as  a  headquarters  for  all.  Everything 
was  done  for  their  comfort.  It  was  beautifully  decor- 
ated with  flags  and  lanterns.  Flowers  were  artistically 
arranged  in  all  the  rooms.  Some  of  the  committee  were 
in  attendance  all  the  time.  The  work  of  the  decorating 
was  made  much  easier  by  the  splendid  co-operation  of 
the  people  in  decorating  their  buildings.  They  did  a 
fine  job  on  the  halls,  the  band  stand,  speakers'  stand,  and 
the  Oval.  This  was  decorated  with  strings  of  Japanese 
lanterns  and  large  vases  of  flowers  on  the  walks.  When 
it  was  lighted  in  the  evening  it  was  like  fairyland. 

The  two  windows  in  Stickney's  store  commanded 
much  admiration.  They  were  planned  by  Mrs.  A.  W. 
Turner.  In  the  west  window  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  to- 
gether with  the  banners  of  the  allies,  formed  the  back- 
ground.   The  motif  was  "Flanders'  Fields."    From  a  car- 
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pet  of  sods  hundreds  of  poppies  raised  their  heads.  In 
the  front  were  the  pictures  of  the  seven  Milford  boys 
who  had  made  the  supreme  sacrifice.  In  the  east  win- 
dow were  displayed,  against  a  large  flag  as  a  back- 
ground, the  pictures,  so  far  as  possible  to  obtain  them, 
of  the  Milford  boys  who  had  entered  the  service. 

All  arrangements  were  completed.  No  more  perfect 
day  could  have  been  chosen  than  that  which  greeted  the 
people  of  Milford  on  Saturday,  August  23.  From  start 
to,  finish  everything  passed  off  as  scheduled,  except  that 
the  airplane  did  not  arrive  on  time. 

The  day's  program  opened  promptly  at  nine  o'clock, 
with  the  blowing  of  whistles  and  ringing  of  bells.  At  ten 
o'clock  a  large  erowd  had  gathered  at  the  Park  to  witness 
a  ball  game  between  Townsend  and  Milford.  It  certain- 
ly was  a  thriller  from  start  to  finish,  and  was  a  victory 
for  Townsend  with  a  score  of  2  to  1. 

Promptly  at  one  o'clock  the  Salem  Cadet  band  gave 
a  very  fine  concert  on  the  Oval.  It  was  announced  in  the 
morning  that  the  airplane  scheduled  to  arrive  at  11:30 
would  not  arrive  until  oneo'clock. 

A  procession  was  formed  in  front  of  the  Red  Cross 
house  with  the  boys  in  uniform,  escorted  by  the  G.  A.  R. 
and  other  veterans,  Boy  Scouts  and  citizens,  led  by  the 
Band,  marching  to  the  Park.  The  exercises  were  open- 
ed by  two  little  girls  dressed  in  white  displaying  two 
large  "Welcome  Home"  banners  from  the  speakers' 
stand.  Mr.  F.  T.  Wadleigh,  chairman  of  the  day,  in  a 
few  well  chosen  words  extended  a  welcome,  then  intro- 
duced Rev.  C.  A.  Reese,  who  offered  prayer.  In  the 
midst  of  Mr.  Wadleigh's  following  remarks  the  airplane 
arrived.  A  recess  was  called  until  the  machine  had 
safely  landed,  across  the  river. 

On  behalf  of  the  town  Mr.  C.  S.  Emerson  extended 
greetings  to  the  boys.  After  a  few  brief  remarks  the 
roll  call  followed.  First  came  the  names  of  the  seven 
from,  whom  there  is  no  response.     The  bugle  sounded 
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'Taps,"  the  audience  standing.  Then  came  the  names 
of  the  boys  in  service,  after  which  three  cheers  were 
given  and  they  were  showered  with  colored  streamers 
and  hundreds  of  toy  balloons  were  released  and  floated 
off  in  the  breeze.  Congressman  Wason  extended  the 
congratulations  of  the  state  and  nation  to  the  boys  who 
so  bravely  served  both.  Col.  J.  F.  J.  Herbert  of  Worces- 
ter and  New  York  was  the  speaker  of  the  day,  giving  a 
brief  and  eloquent  address.  Hon.  A.  E.  Pillsbury  gave 
a  very  fine  talk,  adding  his  congratulations  to  the  town 
on  having  the  boys  back,  to  the  boys  on  living  to  get 
back,  and  to  the  audience  in  having  such  fine  speakers. 
There  was  community  singing,  led  by  Mr.  E.  S.  Heald 
during  the  exercises. 

The  airplane  gave  a  fine  exhibition,  but  was  unable 
to  stay  long,  as  the  engine  was  not  working  right.  From 
five  to  six  o'clock  a  fine  band  concert  was  given  on  the 
Oval,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all.  Soon  after  six 
o'clock  the  boys  were  served  a  fine  banquet. 

The  banquet  hall  was  very  artistically  decorated 
with  streamers  and  baskets  of  flowers.  The  flowers  were 
red,  white  and  blue  for  the  tables.  Two  hundred  covers 
were  laid.  At  each  place  was  a  very  handsome  souvenir 
menu.  An  orchestra  furnished  music  and  Mr.  Robert 
Campbell  gave  several  vocal  selections,  the  boys  joining 
on  the  chorus.  Rev.  C.  A.  Reese  offered  prayer.  Thirty 
young  ladies  dressed  in  white  served  the  banquet,  which 
consisted  of  home-cooked  food  from  some  of  Milford's 
best  cooks. 
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None  but  the  brave  deserve  the  "fare."

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MILFORD 

FREE  LIBRARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 
4  JANUARY  31,  1920. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford : 

The  trustees  of  the  Milford  Free  Library  herewith 
respectfully  submit  their  51st  annual  report  together 
with  the  report  of  the  treasurer  and  the  librarian. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  in  March,  1919, 
Mr.  Emory  D.  Heald  was  elected  Chairman,  Mrs.  Ellen 
Gunnison,  Secretary  and  Benjamin  F.  Prescott,  Treas- 
urer. 

It  is  with  sadness  that  we  must  chronicle  the  death 
of  Mrs.  Gunnison  which  occured  in  May  and  the  death 
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of  Mrs.  C.  E.  Lilly  in  August,  1919.  Mrs.' Gunnison,  as 
Secretary  of  the  library  trustees,  and  Mrs.  Lillly  as  a 
member  of  our  Reading  Committee,  were  valued  mem- 
bers of  the  library  force. 

On  May  29,  Miss  Ella  M.  Powers  was  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  (ill  the  place  caused  by  the  death  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  trustees.  At  a  meeting  held  on  Sep- 
tember 22 .  Mrs.  Arthur  Webster  was  appointed  by  the 
.trustees  to  fill  the  vacant  position  on  the  Reading  Com- 
mute. 

During  this  past  year  few  changes  have  occured  in 
the  regular  routine  work  of  the  library.  The  hours  have 
been  slightly  changed  ;  the  library  now  being  open  daily 
from  9.30  to  12  M.,  2  to  6  P.  M.,  and  7  to  8.30  P.  M.,  with 
the  exception  of  Saturday  evenings  when  the  evening 
hours  are  extended  to  9  o'clock. 

Since  the  year  1868  when  our  Miliord  Free  Library 
was  established,  we  have  enjoyed  a  steady  growth.  In 
1868  we  had  a  library  of  a  few  hundred  volumes.  In 
1892  we  had  about  4,300  volumes.  Today  we  have  near- 
ly thirteen  thousand  volumes,  well  selected  and  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  free  and  accessible  to  all  our  people. 
It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  yearly  increase  in  the  number 
of  books  taken  from  the  library  for  home  reading  and  for 
school  work.  We  are  also,  glad  to  record  a  steady  in- 
crease in  the  patrons  of  the  public  reading  room. 

Not  only  has  a  greater  number  of  books  been  taken 
out  for  reading,  but  they  have  been  taken  from  the  de- 
partments of  travel,  history  sciences  and  useful  arts 
which  shows  an  improved  taste  in  the  public.  While  a 
great  number  of  books  are  taken  from  the  library,  we 
must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  an  even  greater  num- 
ber of  books  are  consulted  at  the  library  by  teachers, 
pupils  and  others.  In  this  respect  our  library  serves  even 
higher  purposes. 

At  our  last  town  meeting  an  appropriation  of  one 
hundred  dollars  was  made  for  a  suitable  case  to  contain 
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the  photographs  of  our  soldiers  who- served  in  the  late 
war.  It  was  decided  to  have  a  photograph  cabinet  made 
of  the  finest  quartered  oak.  This  cabinet  is  seventy 
inches  high,  forty  inches  wide  and  about  ten  inches  deep. 
The  outside  paneled  doors  of  oak,  when  opened,  show 
five  glass  panels  inside.  Each  panel  holds  forty-eight 
photographs ;  making  two  hundred  and  forty  photo- 
graphs which  can  be  placed  in  the  cabinet.  By  this  ar- 
rangement, each  photograph  is  protected  by  the  glass 
panels,  and  the  outside  paneled  doors  give  additional 
protection.  This  handsome  and  fitting  tribute  as  a  me- 
morial to  those  who  rendered  the  highest  service  to  their 
country,  was  designed  and  manufactured  at  French  and 
Heald's.  Many  thanks  are  due  the  Committee :  Mr. 
Charles  Heald,  Mr.  Kit  Stimson  and  John  Pirovano  for 
the  service  they  rendered  in  collecting  the  photographs 
and  making  this  cabinet  a  memorial  of  which  the  town 
will  ever  hold  in  deepest  appreciation  and  reverence. 

During  the  year  the  trustees  have  thought  it  wise  to 
place  an  insurance  upon  the  books  and  fixtures  of  the 
library.  This  has  never  before  been  done  here  although 
it  is  customary  for  libraries  to,  take  this  precaution. 
Many  who  have  neglected  to,  do  so  have  met  with  a  great 
loss  and  have  deeply  regretted  carrying  no  insurance. 
Accordingly  a  policy  for  $5000  has  been  taken  for  one 
year.  While  this  sum  in  no  degree  represents  the  value 
of  our  books  and  fixtures,  it  would,  in  the  event  of  a  fire 
or  water  damage,  serve  as  a  beginning  for  a  new  library. 
It  seems  but  a  proper  and  business-like  security  against 
a  total  loss. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Lewis,  the  library 
has  been  presented  with  a  beautiful  Student's  Adjustable 
Table.  This  occupies  a  prominent  place  in  our  reading 
room  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  trustees  as  well 
as  by  those  who  enjoy  its  use.  It  is  made  of  the  finest 
quartered  oak  and  can  be  adjusted  to  suit  the  convenience 
of  readers  as  a  table,  or  it  can  easily  be  converted  into  a

desk  for  the  convenience  of  writers.  In  connection  with 
this  gift,  we  extend  thanks  to  all  who  have  presented  the 
library  with  books,  magazines  and  papers. 

The  income  from  the  Ezra  Gay  fund,  the  Smith  and 
the  Thompson  funds  have  been  expended  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  bequests.  Two  other  funds  are  not  yet 
usable;  these  are  the  Dorcas  Peabody  and  Mary  Ann 
Peabody  funds.  By  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer which  is  subjoined,  the  citizens  will  find,  that  the 
annual  appropriation  has  been  expended  with  care  and 
wisdom  and  with  strict  economy. 

The  replacement  of  books  which,  from  constant  use, 
wear  out,  is  a  great  item  at  our  library.  Today  books 
are  much  more  expensive  than  ever  before.  All  papers, 
books  and  magazines  are  much  more  costly.  The  re- 
binding  is  an  additional  item  which  has  to  be  met  each 
year  and  each  year  it  is  a  larger  expense.  The  yearly 
wear  and  tear  upon  volumes  of  value  is  especially  noted 
in  increasing  ratio  when  a  library  reaches  its  twentieth 
year. 

These  facts,  together  with  the  more  important  fact 
of  retaining  the  services  of  our  librarian  and  her  assist- 
ant, will  require  a  larger  appropriation  by  the  town  than 
formerly  called  for  by  the  trustees.  If  we  are  to  main- 
tain the  library  with  its  present  force  and  maintain  the 
former  standard  of  efficiency,  we  recommend  that  $2,250 
be  appropriated  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in  March, 
1920.

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To  the  Trustees  of  the  Milford  Free  Library : 

I  herewith  present  the  report  of  the  Milford  Free 
Library  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1920. 

The  library  has  been  open  302  days  for  eight  hours 
each  day  except  Saturdays  when  it  was  open  eight  and 
a  half  hours. 

The  circulation  has  been  35,582,  an  average  of  117  a 
day.  This  is  an  increase  of  3,417  over  that  of  last  year; 
but  it  is  not  back  to  what  it  was  before  the  war. 

If  it  were  possible  to  keep  separate  the  circulation 
of  the  adult  and  juvenile  departments,  our  citizens  would 
be  able  to  realize  better  the  work  of  the  library  with 
the  children,  and  understand  more  fully  the  benefit  their 
children  are  getting  from  this  public  storehouse.  This 
work  can  be  vastly  increased  when  we  have  a  suitable 
childrens'  room.  We  have  1574  exclusively  juvenile 
books.  Where  the  books  are  in  such  constant  circula- 
tion, there  is  continual  need  of  replacement  as  well  as 
buying  of  new  books.  This  is  done  as  far  as  possible 
with  our  present  amount  of  money.  Books  in  the  juv- 
enile line  are  increasing  in  price  as  fast  as  in  every  other 
branch. 

If  the  parents  would  enforce  on  their  children  the 
necessity  of  taking  good  care  of  library  books,  it  would 
prolong  the  life  and  usefulness,  as  well  as  the  sightliness 
of  many  books  in  that  department.  There  is  a  stringent 
law  on  the  statute  books  of  New  Hampshire  against  de- 
facing or  mutilating  in  any  form  the  property  of  public 
libraries. 

In  the  buying  of  books  this  last  year,  the  endeavor 
has  been  to  add  to  our  library  such  books  on  the  voca- 
tions as  seemed  would  be  of  service  in  our  community. 
We  could  not  buy  all  we  wished,  as  we  could  not  cripple 
one  department  for  another.     These  books  have  been 
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displayed  near  the  charging  desk,  and  have  seemed  to 
give  satisfaction.  We  should  be  glad  to  have  our  pa- 
trons suggest  books  in  the  line  of  the  trades,  which  they 
think  would  be  of  service  to  them,  and  if  possible  we 
will  procure  them. 

The  typewriter,  which  was  the  one  improvement  add- 
ed to  our  facilities  for  work  this  year,  we  appreciate  and 
hope  to  make  very  serviceable. 

An  unusual  number  of  books  have  been  discarded, 
as  we  withdrew  many  of  the  obsolete  books  in  the  arts 
and  trades  to  make  room  for  those  more  modern. 

We  received  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  C.  E.  Lilly  thirty- 
two  books,  and  have  had  given  to  us  from  other  sources 
thirty-eight. 

In  regard  to  the  increasing  cost  of  books,  I  will 
quote  from  an  article  in  the  last  Library  Journal.  "A 
book  appropriation  which  has  not  increased  by  30  percent 
in  the  last  two  years  has  been  going  backward.  Further 
increase  in  book  manufacturing  costs  which  recent  fig- 
becoming  operative  and  this  means  still  higher  prices 
in  1920.  While  fiction  has  generally  increased  from  $1.40 
list  to  $1.75  list  in  two  years,  and  reprint  fiction  from 
60c  to  85c,  this  does  not  represent  the  full  percentage  of 
increase  in  bok  manufacturing  costs  which  recent  fig- 
ures have  shown  to  be  a  little  over  60  per  cent  in  only 
two  years.  The  making  of  library  budgets  will  need  to 
recognize  this  condition  unless  circulation  figures  are 
to  suffer  from  lack  of  sufficient  supplies."

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


In  April,  1919,  subsequent  to  the  annual  district 
.meeting  a  year  ago,  the  state  legislature  passed  the  so- 
called  Educational  bill,  and  all  schools  in  the  state  have 
since  then  been  conducted  under  the  new  law.  It  has 
had  a  considerable  effect  on  Milford  schools,  particularly 
in  regard  to  finances,  which  could  not  have  been  fore- 
seen in  March  last  year. 

In  May,  1919,  the  death  of  Mrs.  Ellen  G.  Gunnison 
removed  a  valued  member  of  the  school  board.  Mrs. 
Blanche  A.  Bruce  was  appointed  to  fill  Mrs.  Gunnison's 
unexpired  term,  to  March,  1920. 

In  August  Superintendent  A.  W.  Smith  resigned  to 
go  to  Rochester.  Harold  C.  Bales  was  nominated  by  the 
Union  District,  and  was  subsequently  appointed  by  the 
state  board  of  education.  In  the  Union  District  Bmok- 
line  has  this  year  taken  the  place  of  Hollis. 

The  most  drastic  changes  which  the  new  state  law 
had  made  for  Milford  are  : 

1.  Deprived  the  district  of  the  state  aid  for  super- 
vision and  required  Milford  to  pay  a  two-dollar-a-head 
tax  for  all  pupils  registered. 

2.  Deprived  the  district  of  the  Literary  fund  formerly 
paid  by  the  state. 

3.  Made  new  laws  for  transportation  of  pupils,  so 
requiring  Milford  to  spend  some  $2500  more  for  this 
item  than  was  anticipated  last  year. 

The  new  law,  therefore,  which  was  not  in  effect  at 
the  last  meeting  has  deprived  the  district  of  about  $1000 
of  estimated  income,  and  has  added  about  $2500  to  ex- 
pense of  transportation. 

In  two  other  items  have  expenditures  considerably 
exceeded  the  estimate  of  last  year ;  fuel  and  teachers' 
salaries. 
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About  $900  more  was  spent  for  coal  than  was  es- 
timated. This  was  due  in  part  to  the  extreme  cold 
weather  this  winter ;  and  in  part  to  a  large  purchase  of 
fuel  late  in  the  fall  when  a  strike  of  coal  miners  made 
it  seem  probable  that  unless  purchased  at  once  fuel 
might  become  unobtainable  and  the  shortage  close  the 
schools  in  midwinter. 

Teachers'  salaries  overran  the  estimate  because  in 
the  spring  schools  were  continued  two  extra  weeks, 
making  up  for  lost  time  in  the  influenza  epidemic  in  the 
previous  fall;  and  because  the  estimate  was  made  in  the 
belief  that  Septemeber,  1919,  would  find  mostly  new 
teachers  in  Milford  schools.  Fortunately  more  experi- 
enced teachers  were  secured  than  had  been  anticipated. 
The  Milford  scale  of  pay  allows  more  to  teachers  of 
experience  and  long  service. 

Except  for  the  above  items  the  estimates  made  a  year 
ago  proved  very  accurate. 

While  depriving  the  towns  of  two  substantial  items 
of  income,  and  adding  materially  to  the  local  cost  of 
supervision,  the  state  law  is  designed  to  give  material 
state  aid  to  towns  whose  expense  for  support  of  ele- 
mentary schools  exceeds  the  sum  raised  by  a  tax  of  five 
dollars  on  a  thousand  of  valuation  in  the  district. 

In  Milford,  for  the  present  year  (Sept.  1919  to  Sept. 
1920)  this  item  from  the  state  should  amount  to  $4000. 
Next  year,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose,  it  will  be  fully  as 
large. 

The  state  has  refused  to  pay  this  money  to  districts 
which  are  not  appropriating  the  entire  amount  of  money 
at  the  March  meeting  needed  to,  carry  the  schools  to  a 
year  from  the  following  September. 

Milford  has  not  so  appropriated.  A  year  ago  there 
seemed  to  be  little  or  no  advantage  in  so  appropriating. 

Though  the  state  department  at  first  gave  Milford 
no  encouragement  to  expect  the  state  aid  this  year  it 
now  seems  possible  at  this  date  (Feb.  10)  that  the  state 
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will  grant  Milford's  aid  on  condition  that  at  this  March 
meeting  the  district  finances  its  school  to  correspond  with 
the  legal  fiscal  year,  September  to  September. 

The  school  board  has  assured  the  state  board  that 
Milford  would  undoubtedly  do  so,  in  consideration  of 
the  large  sum  to  which  we  are  entitled. 

It  is  not  the  schol  board's  intention  to  publish  a  re- 
view of  the  school  year.  Many  items  of  information 
usually  incorporated  in  the  board's  report  are  to  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  including 
estimates  of  money  needed  for  next  year,  and  also  for 
the  balance  of  this  fiscal  year. 

The  estimates  for  teachers'  salaries  include  an  ad- 
vance of  20  per  cent,  effective  from  Feb.  i,  and  for  a 
somewhat  higher  scale  next  year.

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REPORT   OF   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Milford : 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  and  the 
fifteenth  since  supervision  was  established. 

Teachers 

This  subject  is  by  far  the  most  important  matter 
educationally  at  the  present  time  because  there  is  a 
serious  shortage  of  trained  teachers  and  a  more  serious 
shortage  of  teachers  about  to  enter  training.  The  reason 
lies  in  the  matter  of  salaries  and  it  is  imperative  that 
salaries  be  materially  increased  or  the  usual  changes 
from  year  to  year  will  give  us  increasingly  inferior 
teachers  or  no  teachers  at  all.  It  was  reported  at  a 
meeting  of  Superintendents  at  Durham,  on  Dec.  29,  that 
fifty  schools  in  New  Hampshire  were  then  closed  through 
lack  of  teachers.  And  that  in  all  probability,  the  turn 
over  of  teachers  during  the  coming  summer  would  re- 
quire from  400  to  500  recruits,  while  the  normal  schools 
would  graduate  next  June  less  than  100.  Our  neighbor- 
ing states  can  furnish  no  material.  We  must  make  it 
worth  while  for  New  Hampshire  girls  to  enter  the  pro- 
fession. 

What  is  the  situation  about  salaries  ?  As  Commis- 
sioner Butterfield  so  clearly  stated  at  a  recent  Teachers' 
Institute  in  Nashua,  there  are  three  elements  which  con- 
stitute a  teacher's  salary.    They  are : 

Financial  return  or  wages. 

Popular  respect. 

Inner  satisfaction. 

Wages  should  be  sufficient  for  every  teacher  to  live 
and  be  well  dressed ;  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  profes- 
sionally through  books,  magazines  and  advanced  study ; 
and  finally  to  provide  a  thrift  wage  against  old  age  or 
other  incapacity.  No.  fixed  amount  in  dollars  can  be 
stated  as  costs  vary  in  different  localities. 
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Popular  respect  means  public  sympathy  and  support 
that  is  alert  to  recognize  and  reward  deserving  teachers 
in  other  ways  than  by  money  alone.  Popular  respect 
comes  only  when  the  value  of  education  and  the  dignity 
of  teaching  is  appreciated.  Popular  respect  manifests  it- 
self in  many  ways :  it  provides  comfortable  homes,  it 
searches  out  the  teacher  at  her  work,  it  regards  teach- 
ers as  assets  in  the  social  life  of  the  community,  it  en- 
courages boys  and  girls  to  become  teachers  if  they  are 
fit.  But  it  dies  the  moment  that  interest  drops — that 
moment  when  the  other  fellow  becomes  the  doer.  Teach- 
ers on  their  side  cannot  expect  full  measure  of  popular 
respect  unless  they  are  worth  it  at  all  times. 

Inner  satisfaction  or  power  is  ever  present  in  the 
teacher  who,  likes  to  teach  and  knows  how,  but  rarely 
exists  in  those  who  are  marking  time  in  the  profession 
until  some  other  job  turns  up.  No  encouragement 
should  be  given  to  incompetent  or  unprepared  candi- 
dates for  appointment  or  reelection. 

Money  is  not  all  and  will  not  alone  solve  the  prob- 
lem of  shortage  of  teachers.  There  must  be  an  increase 
in  all  three  elements  of  the  teacher's  salary — wages, 
popular  respect,  and  inner  satisfaction — until  the  teach- 
ing profession  attracts  and  holds  the  best  minds  in  the 
country.  For  just  as  the  training  of  experts  in  war  was 
the  key  to  victory,  so  education  of  both  native  born  and 
foreign  born  is  the  key  to  Americanization. 

Gifts 

The  executors  of  the  estate  of  Mrs.  C.  E.  Lilly  have 
presented  to  the  schools  a  large  number  o,f  her  books 
and  magazines  including  many  professional  books  for 
teachers.  This  collection  is  much  appreciated  and  is 
being  used  with  pleasure  and  profit. 

An  interested  friend  of  the  high  school  has  given 
some  chemicals  and  pieces  of  apparatus  for  the  chemi- 
cal laboratory.     Especially  valuable  in  this  gift  is  a  bal- 
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ance.       To  both  donors  is  extended  the  thanks  of  the 
schools. 

The  New  Hampshire  School  Law  of  19 19.    Finances. 

These  two  subjects  will  be  considered  together,  as 
they  are  closely  allied.  The  law  will  not  be  quoted  in 
full,  but  certain  sections  will  be  mentioned  and  discussed. 

Section  9  states  in  effect  that  after  Sept.  1,  1919,  all 
school  districts  in  the  state  shall  be  under  supervision. 
The  several  school  boards  of  districts  forming  super- 
visory unions  together  constitute  a  joint  board  which 
board  nominates  the  superintendent.  The  state  board 
then  employs  him  and  fixes  the  minimum  salary  (now 
$2000.)  Any  union  may  add  to  this  minimum,  in  which 
case  one  half  the  excess  is  paid  by  the  state  and  one 
half  is  pro-rated  to  the  districts  in  the  union  by  the 
joint  board. 

The  Milford  supervisory  union  is  now  composed  of 
the  school  districts  of  Amherst,  Brookline,  Milford  and 
Mont  Vernon.  Joint  expenses  consist  of  one  half  the 
excess  salary  of  the  superintendent  ($200),  salary  of 
superintendent's  clerk  ($400),  and  office  expenses,  ($24), 
all  as  voted  by  the  joint  board  in  August  1919.  Ot  these 
amounts  Amherst  pays  one  fourth,  Brookline  one  sixth, 
Milford  one  half,  and  Mont  Vernon  one  twelfth. 

Section  12  states  that  the  superintendent  shall  nom- 
inate and  school  boards  elect,  all  teachers,  and  that  su- 
perintendents  shall   direct  the  work   of  these  teachers. 

Sections  14,  15  and  16  require  that  every  school 
district  in  which  reside  or  are  employed  15  or  more  per- 
sons between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  years,  or  in  which 
reside  or  are  employed  20  or  more  persons  above  trL 
age  of  21  years  who  can  not  read  and  speak  the  Eng- 
lish language  understandingly,  shall  maintain  an  evening 
or  special  day  school.  Milford  must  therefore  conduct 
an  evening  school,  and  is  so  doing.  This  school  '->  a 
continuation  of  the  school  conducted  during   1918  and 
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igig  and  is  supplying  a  real  need,  with  three  classes  for 
men  and  one  for  women.       • 

Section  20,  amending  public  statutes  Chapter  92, 
states  :  "The  district  shall  furnish  transportation  to  all 
pupile  below  the  ninth  grade  who  live  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  school  to  which  they  are  assigned,  or  it 
may,  with  the  consent  of  the  pupils'  parents  provide 
board  for  them  in  some  suitable  home  near  the  school. 
Pupils  who  are  to  be  transported  may  be  required  to 
walk  any  reasonable  part,  not  exceeding  one  mile,  of  the 
distance  from  their  homes  to  the  school.  The  school 
board  may  furnish  transportation  to  pupils  in  grades 
above  the  eighth  or  to  any  pupils  residing  less  than  two 
miles  from  the  school  to  which  they  are  assigned  when 
it  finds  that  this  is  desirable,  and  shall  furnish  it  when 
directed  by  the  commissioner  of  education." 

Under  this  law  the  transportation  problem  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  expense  and  difficulty,  has  increased 
500  per  cent  over  estimates  of  a  year  ago.  It  must  be 
recognized  that  a  considerable  sum  expended  for  trans- 
portation may  actually  be  less  than  would  be  expended 
should  another  school  room  be  opened  with  all  the  at- 
tending expense. 

Section  21  amends  Public  Statutes,  Chapter  88,  to 
read :  "The  selectmen  in  each  town  shall  assess  an  an- 
nual tax  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  thousand 
dollars  of  the  value  o,f  the  ratable  estate  taxable  therein 
for  the  support  of  the  public  schools." 

"The  school  board  of  each  district  in  its  annual  report 
shall  state  in  detail  the  additional  sums  of  money,  if  any, 
which  will  be  required  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  for 
the  support  of  the  public  schools,  for  the  purchase  of 
text  books  scholars'  supplies,  flags  and  appurtenances, 
****and  for  the  payment  of  all  other  statutory  obliga- 
tions of  the  district.  The  selectmen  of  the  town  in  their 
next  annual  assessment  shall  assess  upon  the  taxable 
property  of  the  district  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  the  ob- 
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ligations  above  enumerated,  with  such  alterations  thereof 
as  may  be  voted  by  the  district,  and  when  collected  shall 
pay  the  same  o^ver  to  the  district  treasurer." 

Section  22,  states  :  "In  any  district  in  which  the  money 
produced  by  a  tax  of  five  dollars  on  a  thousand  dollars 
of  the  value  o,f  the  ratable  estates  in  the  district  is  in- 
sufficient to  maintain  the  required  elementary  and  spec- 
ial schools,  and  to  purchase  the  required  text  books, 
scholars'  supplies,  flags  and  appurtenances,  the  state 
board  shall  provide  the  balance  of  the  money  necessary 
from  the  money  appropriated  for  that  purpose  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  In  districts  so  aided  the  state 
board,  acting  through  the  local  school  board,  shall  ad- 
minister all  money  available  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
public  schools  and  shall  account  for  the  money  raised  by 
the  districts  as  well  as  that  furnished  by  the  state." 

Section  10  states :  "Each  school  district  in  the  state 
shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  on  or  before  December  1 
in  each  year,  as  its  share  of  the  expense  incident  to  state- 
wide supervision  of  the  public  schools,  a  sum  equal  to, 
two  dollars  for  each  child  residing  in  the  district  who 
was  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  in  the  last  preceding 
school  year,  and  the  selectmen  shall  annually  assess  up- 
on the  value  of  the  ratable  estate  of  the  district  a  sum 
sufficient  for  this  purpose." 

This  means  that  the  school  board  reports  the  number 
of  children  registered  to  the  selectmen,  who  assess  this 
two-dollar  tax  without  vote  of  the  school  district. 

Laws  of  1909,  Chap.  22,  state :  "At  its  annual  meet- 
ing each  school  district  shall  determine  and  appoint  the 
salaries  of  its  school  board  and  truant  officer.  Truant 
officers  or  agents  appointed  by  school  boards  are  re- 
quired annually  in  September  to  make  enumeration  of 
children. 

Taws  of  1917,  state:  "The  fiscal  year  of  town  and 
special  school  districts  beginning  February  16,  1917, 
shall  end  August  31,  1918,  and  thereafter  the  fiscal  year

and  scholastic  year  shall  end  August  31  annually."- 

Milford  is  one  of  the  few  districts  not  yet  actually  on 
this  basis,  but  should  become  so  in  order  to  be  eligible 
for  state  aid.  A  thorough  analysis  of  costs  seems  to 
indicate  that  we  have  spent  and  must  continue  to  spend 
for  support  of  elementary  schools  more  than  the  amount 
of  money  produced  by  a  $5  tax  as  mentioned  above,  and 
that  accordingly  we  are  eligible  for  state  aid.  To  se- 
cure this  we  must  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
schools  for  the  fiscal  year  Sept  1,  1920  to  August  31, 
1921.  The  period  from  Feb.  1,  1920  to  August  31,  1920 
must  be  bridged  by  a  deficiency  appropriation,  or  by  a 
vote  authorizing  the  school  board  to  borrow  money 
September  1,  1920  to  cover  the  expenses  incurred  up  to 
that  date.  In  this  way  the  burden  could  'be  distributed 
over  a  period  of  years. 

The  budgets  submitted  in  Appendix  H  show  esti- 
mates for  both  periods  and  are  framed  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  eligibility  for  state  aid. 

Conclusion 

In  this  report  I  have  not  attempted  to  cover  the  field 
at  all  fully,  but  rather  to  point  out  some  things  that  need 
to  be  carefully  considered  in  the  formation  of  plans  for 
next  year. 

Although  we  may  truly  say  that  the  teacher  is  the 
most  important  part  of  the  school  system,  yet,  in  New 
Hampshire,  the  state  board  of  education,  the  superinten- 
dent, the  local  school  board,  the  parents  and  the  citizens 
all  have  a  part  to  do  if  we  are  to  make  New  Hampshire 
schools  meet  the  standards  set  up  by  the  Educational 
Law  of  1919 — standards  which  are  being  recognized  all 
over  the  United  States  as  superior  to  those  of  any  other 
state  in  the  Union.

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Mr.  Harold  C.  Bales : 

I  am  submitting  herewith  my  report  as  headmaster  of 
the  Milford  High  School. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  school  to  date  has  been 
158,  of  whom  82  are  boys  and  76  girls.  Among  these  are 
37  students  from  the  neighboring  towns  of  Amherst, 
Bedford,  Lyndeboro,  Greenfield  and  Bennington.  As  a 
rule  these  non-resident  pupils  can  be  classed  with  our 
most  earnest  and  capable  students. 

Last  year  21  students  were  graduated,  of  whom  nine 
went  to  college,  four  to  business  college,  two,  to  a  nurses' 
training  school,  one  to  Normal  school,  one  to  Wentworth 
Institute,  and  one  to  a  school  for  gymnastics. 

We  are  working  this  year  under  the  Revised  Program 
of  Studies  for  Secondary  Schools  which  was  issued  dur- 
ing the  past  summer  and  which  is  the  first  to  be  issued 
since  the  recent  school  law  went  into  effect.  According 
to  this  law  the  state  board  of  education  controls  all  the 
public  schools  of  the  state.  The  scheme  of  administra- 
tion that  is  followed  is  a  most  sensible,  practical  and  ef- 
ficient mean  between  the  loose  and  de-centralized  sys- 
tem of  Massachusetts  and  the  autocratic  centralized  sys- 
tem of  New  York  State.  The  New  Hampshire  State  Pro- 
gram serves  as  a  most  helpful  guide  to  the  school  officials 
as  it  outlines  all  the  subjects  to  be  taught  and  also  sets 
the  standards  which  the  approved  schools  must  maintain. 
The  Milford  high  school  is  keeping  up  to  the  required 
standards  and  has  been  approved  by  the  state  board 
after  recent  visits  by  the  state  agents. 

The  courses  offered  are  the  same  as.  last  year,  namely  : 
academic,  commercial,  domestic  arts,  and  mechanic  arts. 
This  year  we  graduate  the  first  group  of  boys  to,  com- 
plete the  four-year  mechanic  arts  course.  Five  boys  are 
expected  to  receive  their  diplomas.

Thirty-one  boys  and  35  girls  entered  the  freshman 
class  last  September.  Fifteen  pupils  elected  the  aca- 
demic course,  fifteen  the  commercial,  fourteen  the  do- 
mestic arts,  and  twenty-two  the  mechanic  arts.  The  pres- 
ent senior  class  has  seven  pupils  in  the  academic  course, 
12  in  the  commercial,  seven  in  the  domestic  arts,  and  five 
in  the  mechanic  arts,  making  a  total  of  31.  Comparing 
the  entering  and  outgoing  classes  it  is  seen  that  the  per- 
centage of  pupils  taking  the  Latin  course  has  remained 
about  the  same ;  that  of  those  taking  the  commercial 
course  the  percentage  has  dropped  from  40  to  24 ;  that 
for  the  domestic  science  course  it  has  remained  the  same ; 
while  for  the  mechanic  arts  course  the  percentage  has 
nearly  doubled. 

Some  good  work  is  being  done  in  the  various  depart- 
ments. The  commercial  group  has  gained  valuable  ex- 
perience while  helping  the  other  parts  of  the  school  by 
doing  a  considerable  amount  of  typewriting  for  them. 
It  has  also,,  when  called  upon,  supplied  stenographers  to 
the  superintendent,  to  myself,  and  others. 

The  domestic  arts  girls  are  doing  well.  The  first 
year  students  are  studying  cooking  and  sewing.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  they  learned  a  great  deal  by  can- 
ning many  fruits  and  vegetables  sent  in  to  be 
done  by  various  people.  They  have  served  five  meals  to 
invited  guests,  three  girls — one  hostess,  one  waitress, 
and  one  cook — having  charge  of  each  meal  and  being 
criticised  afterwards  upon  the  way  in  which  they  per- 
formed their  various  duties.  The  sophomore  girls  are 
studying  sanitation  and  household  appliances ;  the  jun- 
ior girls  physiology  and  nursing ;  and  the  senior  girls 
household  organization. 

The  state  agent  in  charge  of  mechanic  arts  expressed 
himself  as  highly  pleased  with  the  work  being  done  in 
our  shop.  The  boys  are  interested  and  are  being  taught 
to  make  things  that  are  useful  and  that  will  pass  the  tests 
of  workmanlike  appearance  and  actual  usability.    During

the  past  year  the  boys  have  made  a  large  percentage  of 
the  small  repairs  needed  about  the  building,  wired  the 
White  school,  built  a  tool  room  for  the  machine  shop, 
made  a  table  with  a  12-inch  octagonal  standard  and  a 
5-foot  top  for  the  domestic  arts  department,  established  a 
checking  system  for  tools,  and  made  many  useful  articles 
such  as  egg  beaters,  garden  markers,  drying  screens, 
wheelbarrows,  small  wagon  bodies,  chains,  hooks  and 
rings,  hand  cultivator,  hand  truck,  completed  an  emery 
wheel  grinder,  and  many  other  things  as  well  as  install- 
ing an  electric  motor.  The  department  must  have  a  mil- 
ling machine  if  the  seniors  are  to  complete  the  work  re- 
quired of  them  by  the  state  board.  Also,  with  this 
machine  the  boys  could  make  several  other  machines 
that  are  very  necessary. 

During  the  past  week  reports  for  the  second  quarter 
of  the  year  were  sent  out.  An  analysis  of  the  ranks  ob- 
tained by  the  pupils  is  interesting.  For  this  period,  as 
well  as  for  the  first  quarter,  Miss  Alma  Sargent  of  the 
freshman  class  was  the  only  student  to  receive  a  rank  of 
90  per  cent  or  over  in  each  of  her  studies.  Eleven  pupils 
reached  85  or  over  in  each  subject,  29  had  an  average  of 
85  or  over,  while  35  students  failed  in  one  or  more  sub- 
jects. The  majority  of  the  latter  are  deficient  in  only 
one  subject  and  can  catch  up  by  working  hard.  Some  of 
the  failures  are  more  serious.  This  leaves  over  one  half 
of  the  school  doing  work  that  ranks  between  70  and  85 
per  cent.  Of  this  number  there  are  some  who  are  con- 
tent with  merely  passing,  and  too  few  who  take  pride  in 
mastering  a  subject  that  can  be  conquered  only  by  a 
struggle.  While  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  very 
fine  students  in  the  school,  there  are  also  more  of  the  in- 
different ones  than  should  be  expected. 

There  may  be  reasons  for  this  last  failing,  but  there 
are  at  least  a  few  things  that  will  improve  the  situation. 
When  the  pupils  can  be  brought  to  realize,  outside  of 
school  as  well  as  inside,  the  necessity  and  value  as  well 
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as  the  real  satisfaction  that  comes  from  hard  work  well 
done,  many  of  them  will  do  better.  Too  few  of  them 
realize  this  now,  although  the  number  who  do  is  increas- 
ing. It  would  help  too  if  more  could  know  earlier  in 
their  course  what  they  are  going  to  do  after  graduation. 
If  they  would  decide  early  enough,  the  right  kind  of 
students  could  prepare  for  any  school  or  college  in  the 
country  right  here  in  Milford.  It  would  mean  hard  work 
of  course,  but  the  means  are  at  hand.  And  this  can  be 
done  without  in  any  way  neglecting  the  rights  of  the 
great  majority  who  will  not  or  can  not  continue  their  ed- 
ucation beyond  the  high  school.  I  would  suggest  that 
parents  who  want  their  children  to  go  to  higher  institu- 
tions, but  do  not  see  their  way  clear  to  do  it  four  years 
ahead,  at  least  have  their  children  elect  the  right  course 
when  entering  high  school.  Then,  if  opportunity  comes 
later,  the  children  will  be  ready  to  grasp  it.  Very  ojtten 
are  students  discouraged  because,  when  they  decide  at 
the  last  minute  that  they  want  to  continue  their  educa- 
tion, they  find  they  have  not  taken  the  right  courses  and 
are  blocked.  On  the  other  hand,  if  a  student  wants  a 
practical  arts  course  and  knows  why  he  wants  it,  he 
should  take  it  and  should  be  prepared  to  find  that  it  is 
just  as  hard  and  just  as  useful  to  a  boy  with  a  definite 
goal  in  view  as  is  the  academic  course.  There  are  a  few 
in  school  who,  should  change  their  courses  if  they  intend 
to  reach  the  schools  which  they  now  have  in  mind.  Such 
a  procedure  has  been  recommended  to  them.  Unfortu- 
nately some  have  the  idea  that  it  doesn't  matter  anyway, 
as  they  are  going  to  another  school  to  finish  their  pre- 
paration. Now  schools  are  like  people,  and  while  many 
do  not  live  up  to  their  reputation  and  to  what  is  expected 
of  them,  very  few  do  more  than  that.  Students  should  be 
led  to  expect  that  all  the  preparation  needed  can  be  ob- 
tained right  here,  as  I  have  said  before,  for  it  can  be  done. 
Such  an  attitude  as  this  would  have  a  very  helpful  effect 
on  scholarship. 
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We  are  continuing  this  year  with  the  six  and  one- 
quarter  hour  day  and  supervised  study.  While  super- 
vised study  will  not  always  make  it  possible  for  a  stu-. 
dent  to  do  all  of  his  work  in  school,  it  will  help  to  show 
him  how  to  use  his  time  efficiently  wherever  he  may 
study.  The  system  is  good  and  is  giving  good  results, 
hut  even  so  many  of  the  poorer  students  should  do  a 
considerable  amount  of  work  outside  if  they  plan  to  keep 
up  with  the  standard  set  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

I  should  like  to  suggest  to  the  parents  who  may  read 
this  report  that  if  they  notice  that  their  children  are  do- 
ing little  or  no  studying  at  home,  they  carefully  scrutin- 
ize the  next  report  cards  that  are  sent  home  and  notice 
whether  the  marks  are  of  much  more  than  merely  pas- 
sing grade.  One  more  thing  that  is  hurting  the  work  of 
the  pupils  is  the  unusually  large  number  of  outside  at- 
tractions. With  children  of  high  school  age  school 
should  come  first,  and  while  parents  are  to  decide  how 
their  children  shall  spend  their  time,  nevertheless  it  re- 
mains true  that  no  high  school  student  can  do  the  work 
he  should  if  he  goes  out  several  evenings  each  week. 

The  discipline  as  a  whole  has  been  satisfactory. 

To  relieve  the  tediousness  of  the  long  6o-minute  reci- 
tation periods  a  system  of  physical  exercise  has  been 
established.  At  present  the  school  is  divided  into  four 
groups  and  each  group  devotes  ten  minutes  each  day  to 
physical  exercise  which  is  held  in  the  assembly  hall. 
The  students  find  it  very  interesting  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  beneficial  to  their  health  and  tend  to  make  them 
more  alert  in  their  classes.  When  the  weather  permits 
outdoor  work  the  four  groups  will  be  combined  into  one 
group  which  will  meet  twice  daily.

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REPORT   OF  MUSIC   SUPERVISOR 


To  Harold  C.  Bales : 

I  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  report  of  the  work 
in  music. 

Although  I  have  been  working  in  the  schools  only  a 
short  time  I  believe  that  improvement  has  been  made. 

I  find  that  the  sight  singing  books  in  use  in  the 
schools  are  extremely  technical.  Unless  children  are 
taught  beautiful  songs  which  appeal  to  them  they  soon 
lose  interest  in  their  music.  Each  month  I  have  made 
it  a  point  to  be  sure  that  the  children  had  beautiful 
songs  on  their  outline.  I  firmly  believe  that  all  technical 
work  can  be  mastered  through  the  song. 

I  have  selected  the  songs  for  the  first  grade  from 
"The  Congdon  Music  Primer"  which  is  especially  arran- 
ged for  first  and  second  grades.  We  have  ordered  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  these  but  they  have  been  delayed. 
This  has  been  a  handicap  as  I  have  had  only  three  books 
of  this  kind  to  use  in  the  seven  first  grades.  It  has  been 
necessary  for  me  to  copy  the  songs  on  the  blackboards. 
The  children  love  the  little  songs  and  not  only  sing  the 
words  but  learn  the  notes  as  the  second  verse.  In  fact 
some  children  prefer  the  notes,  which  is  gratifying. 

Through  the  lower  grades  a  great  deal  of  individual 
work  is  being  done.  The  children  like  it  and  think  it  is 
quite  an  honor  to  stand  and  sing  a  song  to  the  teacher. 

Nearly  half  the  children  are  monotones  when  they 
enter  school.  The  monotones  were  discovered  during  the 
first  month  and  work  started  to  awaken  their  musical 
perceptions.  They  beam  with  happiness  when  they  feel 
they  can  sing  like  the  other  children. 

I  find  the  books  used  in  the  grammar  grades  are  too 
far  advanced  and  pupils  lose  interest  on  that  account. 
In  the  rural  schools  we  are  using  one  book  in  four  grades 
and  as  long  as  these  books  are  in  use  it  is  not  possible 
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for  me  to,  establish  a  definite  course  in  music  as  I  hoped 
I  might  do. 

The  adolescent  period  especially  is  an  age  of  emo- 
tionalism for  the  development  of  the  finer  sentiments. 
The  child  is  becoming  conscious  of  himself  as  a  factor 
in  the  race.  The  "gang"  spirit  is  in  the  air  and  should 
be  recognized  in  our  music.  Team  work  finds  its  expres- 
sion in  part  singing.  Here  music  of  sheer  beauty  of 
melody  and  appealing  harmonies  must  be  used  if  we 
are  to  hold  the  interest  of  these  young  people. 

To  my  mind  the  most  important  point  in  music  in  the 
schools  is  teaching  the  pupils  to  love  to  sing  and  to  ap- 
preciate good  music.  They  canno.t  ALL  become  good 
singers  (some  are  physically  incapacitated)  but  all  can 
become  good  listeners.  Now  to  do  this  we  must  have 
music  books  flooded  with  songs  so  that  to  be  able  to 
sing  will  be  a  pleasure. 

Another  means  of  awakening  an  appreciation  of 
music  is  through  the  mechanical  player.  The  phono- 
graph might  be  used  very  successfully  to  familiarize 
children  with  excellent  music.  It  a  few  public  spirited 
citizens  who  have  phonographs  would  care  to  help  us 
along  this  line  it  would  be  highly  appreciated. 

Most  of  the  teachers  have  worked  with  me  in  music 
very  well.  An  outline  of  each  month's  work  has  been 
sent  to  the  teacher  in  advance,  giving  her  ample  time  to 
prepare  the  work  before  teaching  the  lessons.  In  this 
way  the  teachers  work  with  me  and  we  are  accomplish- 
ing a  good  deal.

Of  the  deaths  in  1919,  28  were  buried  elsewhere,  2  in 
Maine,  2  in  Massachusetts  and  the  other  24  in  different  towns 
in  our   State. 

There  were  14  brought  from  away  for  burial  here.  As 
usual  many  of  them  had  been  gone  years,  others  but  a  short 
time. 

There  were  6  whose  united  ages  was  1  year,  9  months, 
11  days.    Aside  from  these  the  average  age  was  55  plus. 

Miss  Rhoda  Converse  was  the  eldest,  96  years,  5  months, 
27  days.  One  other  was  over  90;  8  between  80  and  90;  16 
between  70  ad  80;  8  between  60  and  70;  8  between  50  and  60; 
7  between  40  and  50;  3  between  30  and  40;  2  between  20  and 
30;  2  between  10  and  20;  1  between  1  and  10;  2  only  were  of 
school  age. 

The  sex  was;  Males  31,  Females  32.  Of  24  one  of  both 
parents  were  born  in  other  countries,  some  themselves  were 
from  other  lands. 

Of  the  58  births  27  were  Males,  31  Females.  28  of  the 
number  one  or  both  parents  were  born  in  other  countries. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  a  town  are  one  of  its  most  impor- 
tant records,  not  merely  for  today  but  for  generations  to  come. 
If  everyone  would  see  to  it  that  the  records  of  their  own 
families  were  correctly  and  fully  filled  out  on  Marriage, 
Birth  and  Death  Certificates  when  handed  in,  it  might  be  of 
great  use  to  them  and  their  descendants  at  some  future  day, 
and  a  great  help  to  us  in  making  out  the  records  of  today.
